King Says Purchase Scheme 


of Promoters Is Double 


Cover UD. 


The 
Iowa-Nebraska 
Light & 


Power company does not want to 
sell its properties in 'Nebraska and 
there are no negotiations for their 
sale to the state public power dis- 
tricts or anyone else, declared L. R. 
King, president of the company, 
Tuesday morning. 


Mr. King charged that the "pur- 


chase scheme" of eastern promot- 
ers has been brought about by two 
elements, to cover up the ability of 
the state districts to show any 
ability to produce stable, reliable 
electric power or to generate any- 
thing except operating troubles; 
and an attempt by Wall street 
bankers to seize the Nebraska sit- 
uation as an opportunity to make 
huge commissions, running from 
two and a half million to five mil- 
lion dollars. 


The larger question, said Mr. 


King, is whether Nebraskans wish 
to launch an adventure into state 
socialism, more far reaching than 
any yet undertaken. 


Issues Statement. 


Mr. King's statement follows: 
"Does the Iowa-Nebraska Light 


& Power company wish to sell its 
properties in Nebraska to the pub- 
lic power districts, as a part of the 
scheme of eastern promoters 
to 


take over all the private power 
companies in the state? We have 
been asked this question so fre- 
quently that our attitude should be 
clearly stated. We believe this pur- 
chase scheme was brought about 
by two elements; First, to cover 
up the failure of the state hydro- 
electric power districts to show 
any ability to produce stable, re- 
liable electric power or to generate 
anything except operating trou- 
bles; and second, the attempt of 
Wall street bankers and eastern 
promoters to seize this Nebraska 
situation as an opportunity 
to 


make for themselves huge 
com- 


missions ( two and a half million 
dollars if the scheme were com- 
pletely carried out) by the issu- 
ance of securities on which the 
brokers expect to make another 
five million dollars. 


"The 
Iowa-Nebraska 
Light & 


Power company has for many 
years furnished gas and electric 
service to 143 Nebraska cities and 
towns and also to rural customers. 
We have brought millions of dol- 
lars into the state and used these 
millions to extend and modernize 
our gas and electric equipment 
and distribution systems and im- 
prove our service to customers. 
As a result and as a company

nounce that recassion in business 
makes a readjustment of its work- 
ing 
force 
necessary,"

Knudsen said. 


The reduction is effective thru- 


out the United States. Approxi- 
mately 20,000 of the 30,000 to be 
laid off, however, will be in Michi- 
gan. 


"The corporation has kept its 


men employed up to very recently 
by reducing hours for each man 
in order to help the general eco- 
nomic situation," Knudsen 
con- 


tinued. "Inventories, both in the 
field and at the plant, accumulated 
thru this policy have reached a 
point where adjustment must take 
place. Therefore, on or about Jan. 
1 the working force will be re- 
duced an order that people who 
will continue at work will have 
reasonable income for their needs." 


Knudsen described the layoff as 


"larger than seasonable." 


Plants will not be closed down 


in any instance, Knudsen said, and 
the curtailed schedule will call for 
a 24 hour work week, with each 
employe 
working 
eight 
hours. 


There will be no wage reductions. 


Reduction of the G. M. payroll 


to 205,000 represents a layoff of 
60,000 
workers 
since 
October, 


when the payroll totaled 265.000. 
Knudsen pointed out that the cor- 
poration 
payroll reached an all 


time high of 270,000 last spring. 
Readjustments during November 
and December accounted for the 
30,000 reduction prior to the cor- 
poration's announcement Tuesday.

sion investigate and then take 
such action as it deems necessary. 


The district was authorized last 


April to construct 216.6 miles in 
the vicinity of Scottsbluff, Mina- 
tare 
and 
Bayard. 
The 
public 


service company says that while 
the district was organized in part 
to take away some of its custo- 
mers and in some cases paralleled 
its existing lines, it made no pro- 
test 
and 
the 
application 
was 


granted. So far as he knows no 
other authorization was ever given. 


Mr. Bird said that employes of 


the company have checked up on 
the alleged unauthorized construc- 
tion and finda this situation: That 
11.25 miles of transmission lines 
of 33,000 volts have been built 
from Gering to a point east of 
Minatarc, only two miles of which 
are on the authorized route; that 
2.75 miles of transmission lines 
have been built on highways al- 
ready occupied by the company, 
for which no commission authority 
exists; and that 29.95 miles of 
•rural lines in the north part of 
the county have been built upon 
or 
across 
highways, 
railroads, 


telephone and other public utilities 
property without notifying the lat- 
ter or without authorization by the 
commission. 


Such a condition, Mr. Bird says, 


is regarded by him as extremely 
dangerous to public safety and to 
property rights of land owners. 
The law makes it obligatory, to 
protect public safety and so that

Elmer Fangmeier and Lester Kal- 
kwarf, in his car in the vicinity of 
where he was found, a quarter of 
a mile from Kramer on the high- 
way. 
Pavlik's mother said he left 


home Tuesday about 6 a. m. He 
had worked on the farm, three and 
a quarter miles south of Kramer, 
Monday. 


Pavlik was pronounced dead by 


Dr. Mack of Crete and his body 
taken to a Crete mortuary. Dr. 
Mack said the bullet from the rifle 
had undoubtedly killed Pavlik in- 
stantly. 
It was thought that he 


had been dead about an 
hour.

the NLRB of compliance 


by Jan. 2. 


"This is the procedure which ii 


provided by the national labor 
relations act," the board said. 


"If the court issues such a de- 
( 
cree (enforcing the board's deci-' 
sion) the company will then, if it, 
fails to comply, be guilty of con- 
tempt of court. 


"The 
order of the board re- 


quired the company to cease and

Saline county and Crete authori- 


ties have investigated fully all re- 
ports and have found 
nothing. 


Sheriff Frank Shimcrcia at Wilbcr 
said "no body has been found in 
the river recently" and that the 
reported finding of Christiansen's 
body was false. Joe Chriitian, chief 
of police at Crete, likewise said 
he had found nothing to substan- 
tiate the stories which have been 
circulated. Christian said he was 
called several days ago to investi- 
gate a pool of blood on a gravel 
road a few miles from Crete but 
found nothing more revealing than 
the possibility "a rabbit may have 
been run over in the road."

said he believed

board, to hire Hobart L. Cory of 
Omaha as construction engineer 
and deprive the highway depart- 
ment of the opportunity to super- 
vise construction and endangering 
the chance of obtaining federal 
•id, was a matter of "state wide 
importance." 
"If we eventually get a free 
bridge in Omaha, it will lay the 
foundation for making other into- 
state bridges free over the Mis- 
souri river," the governor said. 
He pointed out that none of the 
seven bridges spanning the Mis- 
souri river between Nebraska and 
South Dakota and between Ne- 
braska and Iowa are toll free but 
that South Dakota and Missouri 
have toll free bridges.

the Shops. 


v~ ^Ninety employes of the county 
•nder the supervision of County 
Engineer Weaver held the first of 
"a series of meetings on safety at 


the county shops. 
M. T. Carter 
was the chief speaker and the 
meeting was followed by a lunch- 
eon. The causes and curea of high- 
way accidents were discussed. 
County Engineer Weaver presid- 


ing said that he had sent out a 
letter about a year ago regarding 
the proper safeguarding of county 
construction jobs.

The 
relief amount was $17,650.70 and 
Mrs. 
Bishop said it would run 


?5,000 more this month or about 
$22,650, and this figure was used 
in computing the total 
amount 
given above. Mrs- Bishop did not 
have the figures on WPA labor. 


The discussion of relief arose 
when the county board was con- 
sidering a proposal for a garden 
project, 
and the 
acceptance of 
$1,025.21 
administrative 
funds 
from State Director of Assistance 
Vandemoer. 
The garden project 


would cost a total of $33,452 with 
the county paying £4.240 of this 
amount and the federal govern- 
ment the balance. Mrs. Bishop said 
that it would give employment for 
86 heads of families and the prod- 
ucts from the gardens will be dis- 
tributed for relief. 


The commissioners took no ac- 
tion on the garden project, a mo- 
tion to approve being lost for want 
of a second. It will be taken up 
later, it was indicated. The pro- 
posal to accept the additional ad- 
ministrative fees each month was 
put over for a week. 


Commissioner Bollen was will- 


ing to vote for it if assurance was 
given that the jurisdiction would 
not pass out of the hands of the 
county relief setup. 
He said lie 
was opposed to having the direc- 
tion taken away from the county. 
Seventy other counties have ac- 
cepted this money. The proposal 
requires that one additional work 
supervisor be added, and 
three 
case workers and two stenogra- 
phers to handle the certification 
work for the WPA. 
This would 


amount to $510 additional cost in 
salaries. 
Certain regulations gov- 


ing the county a margin of over 
$500 above their cost must be con- 
formed to.

for "Mess of Pottage/' 


Says Dr. Davis. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. (UP). 


Farmers would get but little help 
thru "increased price 
stability," 


Dr. Joseph S. Davis, director of 
the food research Institute at Stan- 
ford university, said Tuesday in an 
attack on the ever-normal gran- 
ary plan espoused by Secretary of 
Agriculture Henry A. Wallace. 


Davis, who served under Presi- 


dent Hoover as chief economist of 
the federal farm board, spoke be- 
fore a meeting of the American 
Farm Economic association, held 
under the auspices of the Allied 
Social Science associations. 
Denying Wallace's 
contention 
that the plan would injure no in- 
terests except those of speculators 
In farm products, Davis said, 
"I am not so sure that specu- 


lative interests would be injured, 
but others would be. 
Farmers 
would probably be helped little by 
increased price stability, and hurt j 
both by a lower level of prices 
than would otherwise prevail and 
by regulation of their production 
and marketing, except as these 
were rendered palatable by gov- 
ernment subsidies," 
Davis said that under the Wal- 
lace plan the consumer would be 
singled out for processing or sales 
taxes "imposed to relieve other 
taxpayers" and that 
merchants 


and processors would suffer from 
"added uncertainties" ai-ising out 
of political administration of the 
scheme. 
"From the standpoint of Amer- 
ican farmers," Davis said, "the 
most serious objection is 
that, 


without realizing it in advance, 
they would be 'selling their birth- 
right for a mess of pottage.' Ex- 
cept perhaps at the outset, their 
maximum gains would 
gravely 


disappoint them.

xeatment, the study indicated. 
Dr. Alexander quoted authorities 


to show that "in groups of work- 
ers who are \vell trained 
the 


jrone pressure method of artificial 
•espiration, and who keep it up 
for sufficiently long periods, the 
recovery rate is high, 67 percent." 


Where artificial respiration was 
started within three minutes after 


the shock, 70 percent recovered. 
After four minutes, the recovery 
rate was 58 percent. 


The research emphasized that 
long-continued artificial respira- 
tion was essential to prevent death 
because It appears "that most of 
these patients actually die much 
later than assumed." 
A shock to a young man from a 


4,900 volt circuit was cited from 
previous research by Stephan Jel- 
linek in Vienna. 
After resuscita- 


tion efforts of a half hour duration 
seemed to have failed he was pro- 
nounced dead. 
The corpse was 


placed in an open shack. 
Inspec- 


tion the next day .disclosed fresh 
blood had trickled from the mouth

after being placed in the shack." 


Dr. Alexander's study, drawing

Thomases will be lords of the 
earth. In a little while they will 
find that there is no world worth 
being lord of and they will begin 
to strive to return the world they 
knew before, a world of toil and 
conflict, of happiness and unhap- 
piness."

Council Hears Arguments But 


Decides to Give Matter 


Further Attention. 


Altho numerous expressions on 


the pending personnel or merit 
system ordinance were presented 
at Monday's council meeting, after 
it was all ove». lawmakers decided 
that they must confer at least once 
mure together before passing this 
legislation. They discussed terms 
informally in 
the 
quiet of 
the 


mayor's office after the regular 
session but foiled to make head- 
way. 


Britt Pryorrt connected with the 


fitate department of labor but ap- 
pearing, he said, as a citizen and | lnS the federal code, in this re- 


ordinance as prepared: City di- 
rectors constituting the board and 
the war veteran preference. 
As 


to the former she said a board 
consisting of people on the city 
payroll quits likely will work to 
the discredit of the present form 
of government. 
As to preference 


in favor of war veterans, other 
things being equal, she said that 
the league holds that efficiency 
of the merit system should not 
be impaired for the benefit of any 
class. 


Mr. Doug las said he was sur- 


prised that the league should take 
this attitude toward veterans. 


"We object to use of the word 


'class' 
in 
connection 
with

veterans." he said, "veterans are 
not a class but are all classes. And 
in event of another war there will 
be that same cross section.'* 


He said that the federal govern- 


ment's merit system specifies sol- 
diers, sailor^ and marines. 
He 


also suggested possibility of writ- 


labor union member, said that he 
is absolutely opposed to the ordi-: 
nance but that if it must 
be 


passed, at least two corrections 
should be made. He voiced the be- 
lief that his expression was that 
of 90 percent of laboring people. 


Fii st. he objected to the pro- 


posed designation of three city di- 
rectors as constitwting, with the 
personnel officer, the 
personnel 


board. 
Be suggested instead a 


representative of employes, repre- 
sentative of employers, and a third 
pai ty to be selected, none con- 
nected with the city administra- 
tion. 
If the board were extended 


to five he would add one from the 
women's organizations and one 
fiom the ministerial association. 


He also proposed an addition to 


the section intended to prevent re- 
leiise of an employe for religious 
or political reasons. He would sup- 
plement, he said, by including race, 
creed and color and affiliation w}th 
a labor union. Of more than SOU 
city employes, he said, he had 
checked off but two as being union 
members. 


Veteran Preference. 


Mrs. J. P. Senning, state chair- 


man of the personnel department 
of the League of Women Voters, 
spoke against war veteran prefer- 
ence in line of employment. 
She 


was accompanied by Mrs. J. Ed- 
munds Miller, president 
of 
the 


league. Col. R. G. Douglas, repre- 
senting the American Legion and 
Spanish War veterans, and others 
opposed her position. 


Mrs. Senning said that while the 


league is very much m favor of a 
merit system for city employes, 
there are two objections to the 


spect, into the ordinance and in- 
cluding wives and widows of serv- 
ice men. 
Harold L.. Gillette, commander 


of Charles A. Fraley post, V. F. 
W.; 1. R. Dana, comander of the 
local post of the American Legion, 
urged passage of the ordinance in 
its present form. 


Prof. L. E. Aylsworth discussed 


the ordinance at some length. A 
large employer, such as the city, 
he said, should have a modern 
merit system. 
He objected, how- 


ever, to other than non-office hold- 
ers as constituting the personnel 
board. To name city directors, he 
said, would be going contrary to 
the teachings of experience. This, 
he pointed out, could not be truly 
an impartial board.

The council respectfully 
submits its findings to the state 
liquor control commission. The re- 
peal resolution, as did its predeces- 
sor, provides that no licenses OP 
granted except for locations within 
the downtown policed area. 


The new order does not apply 


to existing licenses or renewals 
thereof or to any application 
any purchaser of the fixtures artci 
equipment used under an existing 
license if the former holder was 
in good standing and the location 
is deemed suitable. This presum- 
ably means that the man with an 
unsatisfactory record cannot g"t 
out from under

MOST PERSONS dread the sight 


of blood 
In fact there are some 


who faint at the slightest appear 
ance of blood 


It is easy to understand how the 


presence of blood in the sputum 
would arouse great anxiety 
Ihis 


particular fear is due to the com 
moT belief that the presence of 
bloud in the sputum is a sign of 
tuberculosis or consumption 
The 


mere mention of consumption is in 
itself sufficient to arouse a great 
deal of anxiety 
Merely because a trace of blood 
as been seen m the sputum is no 
eason to believe that you are a, 
ufferer from tuberculosis 
It is 


rue that some victims of this 
readed disease expectorate blood 
r have blood tinged sputum 
But 


he presence of blood in the sputum 
nay be due to one of many things 
t is not in itself a sign of tuber- 
ulosis 
If 3 ou ha\ e ever suffered from 
severe cough pharyngitis or 
aryngitis undoubtedly you have 
oticed an occasional trace of blood 
n the sputum 
This is merely the 
esult of congestion inflammation 
r perhaps a slight break in the 
issues of the throat 
Sufferers

mild nose bleed with dropping of 
the blood back into the throat 
when it is discharged from the 
mouth it may discolor the saliva 


In spite of all these explanations 


it is best to consult with a doctor 
if you repeatedly notice blood in 
the sputum 
He can quickly deter 


mine the cause and source of the 
blood Do not worry about the con- 
dition but seek medical advice and 
determine the actual cause 
Never assume the responsibility 


of determining the cause of blood 
in the sputum 
Any abnormality 


requires expert attention

Football systems usually can be 


classified under the Rockne or 
Warner styles of play. Basketball 
systems are more varied and are 
not attributed to one or two lead- 
ers but to sections. In order to fa- 
cilitate the discussion concerning 
sectional basketball I shall take 
each group separately.

"I like you," one manager would 
say to another, over a good dinner 
and a cup of coffee. "Have a fly- 
weight." 
"Don't mind if ITJo,",tHe,other 
guy would say. 
What • couia he 
lose?-It the little guy tailed to 
draw money at the gate, you could 
always make him into a watch 
charm or give him to your kiddies 
to play with. 
Rated Leading Flyweight. 


This week, announcing his prize- 
fighter ratings for 1937 in thi 
Ring magazine, Nat Fleischer tells

Take the case of Jackie 
Srown, formerly the flyweight 
hampion of England and suburbs. 
Mr. Brown, having defended his 
itle on one occasion without too 
freat a display of hostility, was 
accosted upon the high street of an 
English market town by an Eng- 
Ish citizen, a member of the great 
electorate, a sturdy believer in the 
right of free spech. 
"Brown," s.aid the citizen, exer- 
cising his franchise, "you were 
awful last night. You are a cheese 
champion." 
Mr. Brown did not waste words 
n reply. Surely and swiftly, with 
the instinct of homing pigeons, his 
teeth found their way to the speak- 
er's ear and attempted to detach it 
from the side of the speaker's 
skull. Mr. Brown chewed away for 
five- minutes, and the citizen, ob- 
taining his release at the expira- 
tion of that time, called a cop. 
A court of law sentenced Mr. 
Brown to serve eight months in 
the local clink for biting the ear of 
a free British subject. Counsel for 
the defendant protested 
in vain 
that Mr. Brown was too small to 
be imprisoned.
